Bertha Aaacher, E. B« 1, 
Box 234, Marshall , Illinois. Mrs. Amacher said she had no idea 
of why she took the urge to visit her grandfather *s homeplace. 
The house and buildings are gone but the old silver poplars are 
still there with many sprout© and brush in the former yard. She 
walked over to the silver poplars where the swing was when she 

was a child in kicking through the leaves she found a marble 

top from an antique chest of drawers or dresser aaaong the many 
sprouts*. She took it home and after cleaning it found this 
carved on the back of the marble slab.
